The Town Engineer 


The Town Meeting last week did not understand 
the importance of Wilmington’s Engineering Depart- 
ment. Perhaps some of the fault can be laid to this 
paper, but in part the Selectmen were also at fault, 

For the past several years the Town Engineer, 
whenever possible, has been surveying roads which 
will become of primary importance, for schools and 
other reasons, 

The ‘layout’ of many roads in Wilmington dates 
back tothe Horse and Buggy Days, when the only other 
method of locomotion was Shank’s Mare, A street 
could be wide, or narrow, straight or crooked - it 
made little difference in those days, 

Today the automobile rules, and frequently the 
Selectmen and School Superintendent have to listen 
to complaints about traffic and school children, A 
few years ago the town embarked ona ‘sidewalk pro- 
gram’ and a committee was appointed, That com- 
mittee found that $1,250,000 could be spent to put 
= sidewalks - obviously beyond the town’s ability 

pay. 

But the Town Engineer has been looking ahead, 
and trying to get streets ‘laid out’ so that future 
homes will not make things more difficult, and so 
that someday there will be space for the sidewalks 
that might be built, It isnot easy - every new home- 
owner just addestothe difficulties, on the old streets, 
and new homes are being built all the time, 

Surveys have to be made because the old lot lines 
daid no attention to the streets, A street can be 30

on, There should be at least forty, and fifty feet is 
a better width. for prover sidewalks. 

Boutwell Street has been mentioned, and it is 
bad, but a new school is about to be built at Hopkins 
Street. $3000 was spent on that survey, which was 
thrown aside by the Town Meeting - and next year 
there will probably be more homes on that street, 
and the problem will just be that more difficult. 

How much it cost to survey Clark Street this 
column does not know, but the Town Engineer has 
been working at it, off and on, for two years, Every 
one on the street has agreed to the survey, but then 
the town got penny conscious, and tossed aside the 
survey, in the Town Meeting. 

The writer of this column served notice that 
Clark Street will be up for ‘reconsideration’ just 
before the adjournment last Saturday, The town will 
get a second chance, 

Not to accept the survey of Clark Street is 
foolish, A sidewalk must be built, some day, near 
the home of Dr. Fagan, where the street is only about 
18 feet wide as it curves, and goes over Mill Brook, 
Someday a child will be injured by a car, at that 
Place, Not Might. Will Be. 

The cheapest and best way for the town is to 
accept the surveys as the Town Engineer completes 
them, and hope that it can get the sidewalks someday, 
The fact that other streets need the sidewalks too is 
Something that will have to wait until the Town En- 
gineer can get to the streets - but don’t throw aside 
the work that he is doing, 

Let the Town Meeting accept his work - and not 
just throw it away. He is being foresighted, and it 
is too bad that the Town Meeting had to not only put 
aside his work, but cut his budget too,

The non payer of taxes is a 
Wilmington man, and he was ar- 
reseted on March 29 of last year 
because he could net pay excise 
taxes which were four years in 
arrears, Leo Harrington of Fair- 
meadow Road was the Deputy Tax 
Collector who made the arrest, 
and he put the‘body’ in Billerica 
jail, 


That was when Altman first 
heard of it - and he immediately 
began to envision all sorts of sults 
for false arrest, and could see the 
town being sued for hundreds if 
not thousands of dollars, because 
@ man had been put in jail for non- 
payment of taxes! 

‘The non-payer of taxes owed the 
sum of $779.95 in excise taxes, 
going back for four years, He had 
no money - in fact he was on relief, 
and collecting over $100 a week 
from the town for the upkeep ofhis 
family, 

Harrington called him on the tel- 
ephene on a Thursday, and said that 
if the excise tax bill was not paid 
on Friday he would arrest him and 
put him in jail for non-payment of 
taxes,

by the delinquent tax payer that 
Ro payment could be made - not 
even a token payment, 

So Harrington ‘seized the body’ 
as the old expression goes, and 
put the delinquent tax payer in the 
Billerica jail, 

Saturday morning Altman was in 
Lowell District Court, as was an 
attorney from the Boston Legal 
Assistance Peoject, 

The Wilmington man who had 
been arrested admitted that he 
owed the money, and that he could 
not pay, and that he hadnever filed 
any applications for abatement, 

The non-payer of taxes was re- 
leased in the recognizance of Mr. 
Harrington and he signed a paper 
agreeing that Harrington would not 
be held personally liable for the 
arrest. 

On April 17th the Superior Court 
issued a temporary injunction en- 
joing Harrington and the Tax Col- 
lector from further arresting the 
individual, or otherwise depriving 
him of his liberty, 

The question before Judge Brog- 
na was the constitutionality of the 
proceedings, 

Justice Brogna ruled that by 
reason of the provisions of Chap- 
ter 60, Section 31, of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts, which pro~ 
vides for the release of aperson 


committed to jail for the non 
payment of a tax, and for a hearing 
en his ability to pay, at which hear- 
ing the tax payer was represented 
by counsel, that the Section 29 
(Providing for arrest) does not 
violate the constitutions of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
nor of the United States of Amer- 
ica, 

The Wilmington man still has a 
right of appeal, but has not done 
so.
